larmire, Srarcz and others. And if your later Writers teach no ſuch Dodtrine: ti 
not becanſe they hold it not, but becauſe they are politickly prohibited to medd|; 
with the Controverly, Your ſilence in this matrer 1s a tacit conſent, unleſs yy 
would poſitively renounce what your prime Doctors have poſitively taught: | 
this be Chriſtian Doctrine, doubt not to die for it, it not, abjure it.

not hear: therefore is this diſtreſs come upon ns, Gen. 42. 21. 

You may ſay, and perhaps truly, you never were taught your ſelves the De- 
poling Doctrine, nor never taught it others 3 becauſe the teaching of it by 
ſome of your Authors made you odious to Chriſtian Princes, .and thereuven 
your General prohibited all medling with the Queſtion. You may al{o perhaps 
truly ſay, you do not believe the Doctrine to be true, that is, as an Article of 
your Faith. But what ſecurity 1s this to Chriſtian Princes, whom you deem 
Hereticks, 1f in your hearts you generally think it a probable opinion, partly 
for intrinſecal reaſons, but manifeſtly for the Authoritics of your own, and 
other Doctors of your Church? Eſpecially you commonly maintaining as you 
do, that it's lawful to follow a probable opinion, though but even extrinſecal- | 
ly probable, as you ſpeak ; and this without diſpute, when great Good is | 
likely to enſue upon your ating according «© fuch an opinion. God, fo-bid 1 
ihould go about to add afiliftions to vour afflictions, but I would glad!y thew if 
you how you may appeaſe God and Man's anger againſt you, by inducinz you a 
tan humble and penitent acknowledgment of your manifeſt and notorions Alf! 
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fatilts. Your blind zeal for the Pope's Temporal and Spiritual Power, has broygy, 
all this evil upon you 3 examine it well and impartially, at leaſt now when 6g 
afflicts you for the idolizing of it, leſt you hear, and delervedly, 7ex. 2. 3%. I 
vain have T ſmitten yonr children, they received no correFion. 

Acknowledge the plain truth 3 the Pope, as from Chriſt, has no more Power 
in Ezeland, than the Biſhop of Canterbury has in Jtaly: All Biſhops are bj. 
Jute Spiritual Monarchs in their Dioceſles; Archbiſhops, Primates, and Patr;. 
archs, are purely humane inventions, for Union and Order (ake,in the vacancy 
General & Provincial Councils; as for a Supreme Paſtor,that would be as inconye. 
nient,asa Civil Monarch of the whole World. The Government of the Church of 
Chriſt is not Monarchical, but Ariſtocratica] 3 St. Peter was no more the View 
of Chriſt, than any one of the other Apoſtles, they were all his Vicars, and ſo i 
every Chriſtian Biſhop, and. has power all over the World to ordain Prieſts, to 
preach the Goſpel, and to adminiſter Chriſts Sacraments 3 but by mutual ac. 
cord for Order's ſake, and to avoid confuſion, they exerciſe not this power out 
of their particular Dioceſſes. The twelve Apoltles divided the World amongſt 
them, that ſo their Ijbours might be more profitable, and no place left uncyl. 
tivated; thelike is done and to be done by all Chriſtian Biſhops tl Dooms-daz 
come. Conlider attentively, whether ſeeing Jeſus Chriſt refolved his Church 
thould be ſpread all over the Earth, it be not as certain he would never ordain 
an Univerſal Monarch over it, as *tis certain he would not appoint a Govern- 
ment which would be impradicable, uſeleſs, and ſenſleſls. A. Monarch even ove 
the Weſtern part of the World, what miſchief has 1t not done, in making ſtrange 
Dodrines and Practiſes univerfa] > ſuch are the Doctrines of infuſion of habitid 
grace by the words of Ab(olution, Indulgences, mock-AbſoJutions, gc, No 
Jeſs notorious miſchief has it done; in exhauſting vaſt Riches out of all the Pro- 
vinces of Fxrope to ſatiate the avarice and ambition of one Pompous See. Be- 
ſides, the unanimous belief and practices of ſeveral Chriſtian Provinces in the 
ſame Faith and Rites, what aſſurance does it not give for their being Apoſt6- 
lical 2 But when all are over-awed and commanded to believe or praiſe as one 
Spiritual Monarch pleaſes, their agreement has far Jeſs force. Nor is there fear 
of as many Chriſtian Religions as there are Chriſtian Provinces, provided they 
meet frequently in General and Provincial Councils, as they ought, and deter- 
rhine nothing of Faith to others which is doubtful to themſelves, and reſolve nc- 
thing to be Apoſtolica), but what is ſo clear to them ailto be ſo, in the holy Scri- 
ptures, Tradition, &c, as they cannot doubt bur it had its origin from the Apoſtles 
for what's ſoclear to one Province, cannot be obfcure to'another, conſulting the 
ſame ſafe means of not miſtaking the holy Scriptures, holy Fathers, ec. Our 
Judgment are as agreeing as our Eyes. andno twenty men can ſo clearly fee an 
obje at ſuch. a diſtance, ſo as they cannot doubt they (eeitz but any rhree men 
of equal good eye-fight, at the ſame diſtance, muſt needs ſee the ſame. If Re- 


formers have diſagreed, 'twas becauſe they ſtuck nor to this. Rule, and therefore 
their diſagreement ought to be no prejudice tothoſe who are 1eſolved 11gidly 


to adhere to it. |
